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deeply stirred, and at last in April war 


with Spain was formally declared. Then 
came the call for volunteers, to which 
the men responded patriotically. Laterit seemed 
possible for the women to band together and con- 
tribute somewhat to the comfort of those who had 
gone to Cuba, Porto Rico, Manila or else were sta- 
tioned at camps and posts nearer home. The 
desire to assist was wide-spread, and in many 
cases it was a touching sight to see women in 
moderate circumstances with the care and respon- 
sibility of large families still finding time amid 
their numerous duties to sew for the soldiers and 
to make jellies, broths, or other delicacies. 
Sewing for the soldiers began informally at 
“Lyndhurst” in July, and on August 13th the 


Irvington Auxiliary of the Women’s National War 
Relief Association was formally organized by the 
election of Miss Virginia Tucker, Chairman; Miss 
M. Virginia Orton, Treasurer; and Miss Helen 
Miller Gould, Secretary. 

It was decided to meet on Saturday morning, 
at “‘Lyndhurst, from-:1o.until 12:20; dn soraersto 
sew, and to hold a short business meeting on the 
first Saturday of each month. 

About sixty ladies attended the meetings on 
Saturdays, as well as the oldest division of Miss 
Gould’s Sewing School, the girls voting early in 
the season to sew for the soldiers instead of learn- 
ing to make garments for themselves. Many 
garments also were distributed to those who found 
it more convenient to work at home. Mrs. William 
Orton, of Irvington, assisted by her daughters, 
distributed work for the Society on Wednesdays. 


On August 18th, Miss Tucker, Miss Virginia 
Orton and Miss Gould visited the General Hospital 
and the 6th Cavalry at Camp Wikoff, Montauk 
Point; with members of the W. N. W. R. Associa- 
tion. On September 1st a visit was made to the 
hospitals at Governor's and Bedloe’s Islands and 
Fort Hamilton, the representatives from this 
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Auxiliary being Miss Tucker, Mrs. Orton, the 
Misses Orton, Mrs. Archbold, Mrs. Hopkins, Mrs. 
Thayer, Miss Von Briesen and Miss Gould. Many. 
of the ladies also visited the hospital ship ‘‘Relief” 
which was used to convey sick soldiers from the 
West Indies to our northern hospitals; and several 
of them visited ‘‘Camp Walworth,” 316 East r5th 
Street, New York City, the Soldiers’ Headquarters 
conducted by the Women’s National War Relief 
Association, and the place from which convales- 
Ceéntirsoldiers were sent to the country. These 
different visits proved most interesting, bringing 
the members more closely in touch with the work 
and its needs. 


On August 31st the Tarrytown Branch of our 
Auxiliary was formally organized by the election 
of the following officers: Mrs. Robert E. Hopkins, 
Chairman; Mrs. Stephen H. Thayer, Secretary ; 
and Miss Gertrude Nichols, Treasurer; and a 
Cutting Committee was appointed consisting of 
Mrs. John D. Archbold, Mrs. Charles Townsend, 
and Mrs. Cyrus P. Greene. The members of the 
Branch met on Wednesdays at the home of Mrs. 
W.G. Richards to sew, and garments were dis- 
tributed in the neighborhood to be made at home. 
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Later one of their duties consisted in looking 
after the welfare of the convalescent soldiers at 
‘the Tarrytown Hospital. As the Branch had its 
own organization, the work was kept distinct from 
that of the Irvington Auxiliary, to which a report 
was made once a month, 3 


In the early autumn it was learned that con- 
valescent work would be useful, and the managers 
of the Tarrytown Hospital very kindly offered 
the W. N. W. R. Association to take as many as 


twenty soldiers atatime. ‘The first men arrived 


on September 5th and over fifty were cared for 


during the following three months. 


On September roth, Miss Gould offered ‘‘ Woody 
Crest” to the Auxiliary to be run as a hospital for 
the convalescent soldiers, the place to be known 
as the ‘‘Irvington Auxiliary House.” A Visiting 
Committee was appointed, consisting of the officers 
of the Auxiliary, Mrs. William Orton, and Mrs. 
Richards. From September roth until February 
ist, 1o0 men were cared for at an expense of 
$2,888.83, this money not being drawn from the 
Society’s funds. Miss Miriam W. Jagger, the 
matron, proved herself most faithful and efficient, 
and she was well assisted by Miss Ela Coots, two 
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women nurses and an orderly. Dr. R. B. Coutant 
of Tarrytown kindly consented to be the physician 
in charge, and his care was much appreciated. 
Our thanks are due to Rev. John A. Ingham, Rev. 
E. E. Count, Rev. Arthur Mabon, and Rev. M. 
Coons, for conducting Sunday afternoon services 
for the men; Mrs. Ingham, Mrs. Charles Worth- 
ington, Miss Anna Palen, Mrs. H. V. D. Black, 
Miss Burnham and Mrs. D. N. Rowan for playing 
the piano, and to Miss Stewart for singing; also 
to Mr. Edward C. Cockey of New York City for 
his great assistance in making purchases for us, 
and to Mr. Raymond of the Tarrytown ‘‘ Argus” 
for publishing reports of the work in his paper. 
Much credit is due the people of Irvington and 
Penny Bridge for their helpful co-operation.
